Ou r o wn. Ju ly 4 . 17 7 ft, is the o ldest 
and the resu lts o f it hav e b een tile 
m o st, in term s o f natio nal dev elo p ­ 
m ent and the gro wth o f freedo m. 
The heil to lling in the steep le o f 
Indep endence Hall in Philadelp hia 
while the D eclaratio n o f Indep endence 
w as b eing read heralded the u ltim ate 
end o f British ru le in this p art o f the 
wo rld. 
In Ju ly 1822, Simo n Bo liv ar, o f 
So u th 
A m erican 
fam e, 
m et 
with 
rev o lu tio nists in Peru to p lo t against 
Sp anish ru lers o f that co u ntry . 
B attles in P eru ’s snu ggle fo r inde­ 
p endence o ccu rred in 1824 and the 
defeat o f Sp anish fo rces in D ecem b er 
o f that y ear signalled the end o f the 
co u ntry ’s ru le in So u th A m erica. 
O ther indep endence m o v em ents in 
So u th A m erica du ring the mo nth o f 
Ju ly o ccu rred in Venezu ela, Ju ly 5, 
1811, and in Co lo mb ia. Ju ly 20, 1810. 
F o r a v ariety o f reaso ns, which 
wo u ld take an histo rical p ap er to 
fu lly ex p lo re, the dev elo p m ent o t 
dem o cratic p ro cesses in co u ntries, 
•“so u th o f the b o rder,’* has no t kep t 
p ace with o u rs. 
The surface differences include, a 
to uchy subiect, nativ e po pulatio ns. 
In the United States, cu ltu rally ad­ 
v anced white m en fo u nded this na­ 
tio n and p u shed acro ss the Indian 
o ccu p ied 
lands 
u ntil 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean w as reached. 
While this m ay seem m o rally rep re­ 
hensib le and a b lack sp o t in o u r his­ 
to ry , it has b een a facto r rn this 
co u ntry ’s dev elo p m ent. 
It wall b e recalled that su ch a re­ 
p lacing o f the nativ e p o p u latio ns in 
any o ther regio n o f the hem isp here 
so u th o f the United States did no t 
o ccu r. 
O ther differences will inclu de, the 
cu ltu ral b ackgro u nd o f the English 
sp eaking wo rld with that o f the Sp an­ 
iard. 
One, shares with the French Rev o ­ 
lu tio n, in b eing the to u chsto ne o f 
m an's su rge o f p o litical freedo m. The 
o ther, rep resents a cu ltu re which has 
no t ev er freed itself fro m state and 
chu rch do m inatio n o f its p eo p les.

LINDEN, N.J. UP)—Fo u r p o licemen early to day cap ­ 
tu red Richard (Teddy ) Co leman, accu sed o f sho o ting to 
death his wife and sister-in-law, wo u nding three o ther p er­ 
so ns and kidnap ing an 18 -y ear-o ld girl. 
The girl, M ary Kaminski, b leeding 
fro m head cu ts and hy sterical, had 
b een released ab o u t a half ho u r e a r­ 
lier in nearb y Elizab eth. 
Co leman, 32, a Negro , was cap tu red 
b y the N ewark p o licemen o n Ro u te I 
near N ew ark 
A iip o rt, 
fo u r 
miles 
no rth o f Linden. They fo u nd a fu lly 
lo aded 38 -calib er rev o lv er o n the car 
seat and a lo aded 25 -ealib er au to ­ 
m atic in C o lem an’s left p o cket. 
After ab o u t three ho u rs o f q u estio n- 
ing, Co leman to ld newsm en, ‘T m 
v ery tired. I’m so rry ab o u t the who le 
m ess.” When asked ab o u t the ab du c­ 
tio n and mo lesting o f the girl, Co le­ 
m an didn’t answ er b u t cho ked b ack a 
so b . 


Po lice said the priso ner declined 
lo discuss the incidents. He was to 
be arraigned befo re a Newark mag­ 
istrate fo r Linden autho rities. 
Po lice said Co leman had stru ck 
the Kaminski girl o n the head half a 
do zen times with o ne o f the weap o ns. 
The girl, who is white, w'as fo u nd b y 
Elizab eth p atro lm en Jo sep h Sheridan 
and Jo sep h Brennan. She was ru nning 
hy sterically o n Magno lia Street ju st 
m inu tes after she had b een released. 
M atted b lo o d was in her hair and 
o n her white b lo u se and Berm u da 
sho rts.

Millie, 37 , and Mrs. Ru b y Co leman, 
his 4 3-y ear-o ld sister-in-law, after a 
p o lice gu ard p ro tecting his wife at 
her req u est had dep arted. 


Millie Co leman had fo u ght with her 
hu sb and and, after threatening to 
leav e him , stay ed at the ho me o f 
friends. She asked fo r p o lice p ro ­ 
tectio n Friday while she retu rned to 
her ho me to gather clo thes. 


The p o lice gu ard acco m p anied her, 
stay ed fo r so m e tim e and left when 
Co lem an did no t ap p ear, au tho rities 
said.

lo gical feu d b e t w e e n the 
wo rld’s two largest Co mmu 
nist p o wers. 


A fter getting to gether y esterday 
fo r what ap p eared to b e a largely 
cerem o nial and o rganizatio nal m eet­ 
ing, the two delegatio ns dro v e to 
v illa in the Lenin Hills o v erlo o king 
Mo sco w this mo rning. Their meeting 
was b eing held in secret. 
The v illa is a recreatio nal area and 
seldo m u sed fo r high lev el talks. The

The p roject will bring abou t sp eed­ 
ier and more accu rate hearing diag­ 
noses for school p atients and retard­ 
ed children in su rrou nding North Cen­ 
tral Illinois, and mak e it p ossible for 
them to receiv e su rgery , therap y or 
hearing aids sooner, Rittmanic said. 
it also is designed to shell more light 
on reasons for a high incidence of 
deafness among retardates and find 
imp rov ed methods of help ing them, 
he said. 
A su rv ey , in which 2.6 07 school p a­ 
tients were tested last y ear, showed 
51 p er cent hav e hearing p roblems. 
Retardation and hearing imp airment 
often hav e a common cau se — brain 
or nerv e damage — Rittmanic said.

When men finally jo urney to the mo o n and 
return in the Apo llo capsule near the end o f 
the decade, after the ex penditure o f at least $20 
billio n and the co ncentrated effo rt o f a larg e 
part o f the natio n’s intellectual energ y , the 
questio n fo r Natio nal Aero nautics and Space 
Administratio n will be: What nex t? 
There arc three main po ssibilities, aside fro m 
co ntinuing to send unmanned pro bes aro und 
the so lar sy stem: 
• 
Building a permanent 
scientific space statio n in earth o rbit. • Build­ 
ing a permanent mo o n base and ex plo ring the 
mo o n. • Manned flig hts to o ther planets. 
• A sp a c e s ta tio n w o u ld b ring the earliest 
practical b e ne fits to e a rth-b o u nd m e n, serv ing , 
amo ng o ther thing s, as a zero -g rav ity medical 


labo rato ry , weather research labo rato ry and 
disto rtio n-free astro no mical o bserv ato ry . 
• Scientists believ e a mo o n base co uld be 
v irtually self-suppo rting , manufacturing o x y g en 
and water fro m ro cks, g ro wing its o wn fo o d in 
chemical g ardens. 
The mo o n wo uld be a much better plat­ 
fo rm fo r study ing the univ erse than an earth 
satellite. And as a fueling statio n o n inter­ 
planetary flig hts, it co uld cut y ears o ff 
NASA’s 
tentativ e schedule fo r Mars and Venus. 
• Interplanetary trav el. It is hardly likely 
that, hav ing reached the mo o n, men will sto p 
there. Flig hts to the nearer planets will defin­ 
itely o ccur befo re the end o f the century . The 
o ld questio n o f life o n Mars will be o ne reaso n 


urg ing men to inv estig ate that planet in perso n. 
It is po ssible that the natio n wi’l attempt all 
three o f these pro jects, fo r they are interde­ 
pendent in many way s. NASA has already 
called fo r industry pro po sals o n an o rbiting 
labo rato ry capable o f suppo rting 18 men fo r 
a y ear. Object wo uld be to study the effects 
o f lo ng stay s in space befo re humans were sent 
o n v o y ag es to o ther planets. A statio n co uld 
also aid the in-o rbit assembly o f space ships. 
The third panel sho ws a g rav itatio nal cro ss 
sectio n o f a po rtio n o f the so lar sy stem. The 
sun and each planet lies in its o wn “ g rav ity 
well,” the depth depending upo n its mass. 
Earthmen are climbing o ut o f their well.

Let the Ex perts Speak

American lawy ers still may not be facing their g reat responsiWI* 
ides in this period of racial strife and constitutional test. 


It is commendable, of course, that leaders of the bar hav e ag reed 
to 
establish a committee to work for eased tensions. 


But this could mean no more than that lawy ers would offer 
their 
serv ices as neg otiators and pacifiers in difficult situations, just as any 


civ ic-minded citizens mg ht do. 


What is needed from lawy ers is something they can contribute 
uniquely : a brig hter, clearer lig ht on the broad rang e of constitutional 
controv ersies which hav e been stirred as the racial strug g le has 


sharpened. 
The lawy ers could start at an elemental lev el, with profit to all of 


us. 
For ex ample, what are “ civ il” rig hts? To what ex tent are they 
federal in character, whether or not spelled out in the United States 


Constitution? 
Article Nine of the Constitution’s Bill of Rig hts sa y s “ the enumera­ 
tion in the C onstitution of certain rig hts shall not be construed to deny 
or disparag e others retained by the people.” 
What does that mean? Lawy ers oug ht to be able to tell us what 
the courts and the country ’s best leg al minds think. 
Then. what are sta tes’ rig hts? 
The other day . Gov . Ross Barnett of Mississippi said “ a state that 
lo^es the rig ht to ex ercise ex clusiv e J urisdiction ov er its own affairs 
loses its political soul and its citizens hav e lost thor most v aluable 


freedom.” 
The key there, obv iously , is knowing what Is meant by a sta te’s 
“ own affairs.” If a federal “ rig ht” conflicts with a state "power,” 
which takes precedence? 
U.S. lawy ers hav e been painfully reticent on this v ital subject, 
thoug h it is tig htly bound up in the present racial turmoil. 
Southerners dispute 
the v alidity of the powerful 14th amendment, 
whose “ equal protection under the laws” clause is the foundation of 
so many recent Supreme Court decisions. 
What do the courts, the lawy ers and the local scholars say about 
the soundness of this amendment's status as law? 
Who is sov ereig n, the federal g ov ernment or the sta tes? It may 
surprise many to know that the word is nowhere mentioned in the 
Constitution or any of its 23 amendments. 
A line in the Constitution’s main body sa y s “ the citizens of each 
sta te shall he entitled to all priv ileg es and immunities of citizens in the 
sev eral sta tes.” 
Those words are seldom spoken these day s. What do they mean? 
The Constitution, inv ested with more immediacy in our liv es than 
ev er before, cannot be the play thing of the amateurs. Let’s hear from 
the strang ely silent ex perts.

In sk in div ing, the first p re­ 
cau tion is to mak e su re that y ou 
are p hy sically fit. No one with 
an acu te or chronic resp iratory 
infection, ep ilep sy , ru p tu red ear 
dru m, or imp aired hearing shou ld 
ev en consider this sp ort. 


Nex t, tak e a p rep aratory cou rse. 
Then get the eq u ip ment y ou will 
need, and alway s p lan to mak e y ou r 
div es with a div ing p artner—nev er 
alone. Hav e one p erson on the su r­ 
face who k nows where y ou are. 
The chief hazards resu lt from the 
increase in p ressu re on the body 
gases with each foot of descent. The 
imp ortant cases inclu de the air in 
the middle ear, nasal sinu ses, lu ngs, 
and that which is dissolv ed in y ou r 
blood. Since the p ressu re increases 
at the rate of 15 p ou nds p er sq u are 
inch for ev ery 33 feet of descent, 
the greatest changes occu r in the 
first 15 feet. 
For div ers who do not go more 
than 20 feet below the su rface, no 
eq u ip ment is necessary . For deep er 
descent, minimu m eq u ip ment con­ 
sists of a face mask that cov ers the 
ey es and nose (goggles are u nsatis­ 
factory ), 
and 
flip p ers. 
Earp lu gs 
shou ld not be worn. becau se at a 
dep th of 15 to 20 feet they will 
p rev ent eq u alization of the air on 
both sides of the ear. Dru ms may 
ru p tu re from within ou tward. 
Fu rthermore 
p ressu re 
from 
the 
ou tside may force the p lu gs so deep 
into the ear canal that they will 
hav e to be remov ed su rgically . 
The healthy div er soon learns how­ 
to k eep the Eu stachian tu bes that 
lead from 
his throat to his middle 
ear op en 
at all times du ring a 
descent. 
When he ascends, the bu bbling of 
air from the middle ear back to the 
throat p resents no p roblem. Pres­ 
su res in the nasal sinu ses will lik e­ 
wise p resent no p roblem if their 
op enings 
are 
not 
obstru cted. 
If 
block ed, the p ressu re will cau se ex ­ 
cru ciating p ain du ring ascent. 
Pressu re on the lu ngs becomes a 
hazard in div es of more than 20 
feet. For 
this reason, 
all div es to a 
greater dep th shou ld be u ndertak en 
only 
with 
SCUBA 
(self-contained 
u nderwater 
breathing 
ap p aratu s). 
Here again the hazard is in the 
ascent. 
The div er mu st not ascend faster 
than one foot p er second, or at 
abou t the same rate his ex p elled 
air bu bbles ascend. 
Becau se the air in his lu ngs ex ­ 
p ands du ring ascent, he mu st ex hale 
continu ou sly u ntil he reaches the 
su rface. If this is not p rop erly done, 
the small air sacs in his lu ngs may 
ru p tu re and the air u nder p ressu re 
will be forced into the small, torn, 
blood v essels.
